Economics teaches us that there 
are four ways by which we may 
obtain a livelihood—destructive, de­ 
ceptive, persuasive and productive. 
The first two of these ways are 
harmful, the third open only th 
those of peculiar talents, so it is 
left to the greater portion of society 
to be producers. 
But the obligation of mankind to 
labor and produce is founded not 
alone on the necessity of making 
a living but on our duty to society 
at large. Our present day cfvilisar 
tton and all 
it 
represents—its 
wealth, its confort, its progress are 
due to the tireless energy of 'the 
world’s producers. Human life with­ 
out this vision of unselfishness^ is 
•not worth while, it is the rainbow 
of hope that sweetens labor and 
brings us each day a little nearer 
to the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man. Capital and 
labor today are at cross purposes 
simply because they have lost this 
vision. Each should realise Its mu­ 
tual dependence upon the other. 
As individuals we will accomplish 
little in the world unless we be­ 
lieve thoroughly in the work we are 
doing. Only by loyalty to those for 
whom we work and earnest appli­ 
cation to the task at hand can we 
hope for promotion and for a broad­ 
er outlook on life. The keynote of 
thrift is to earn more than we 
spend. 
Tulare are several means by which 
the money we earn can be saved. 
In order to be successful it is neces­ 
sary to understand and take ad. 
vantage of these ways of saving. 
Possibly the first and most import­ 
ant of these is to plan in advance 
lo spend every dollar so as to yield 
the fullest return. In order to do 
this a budget should be made, in 
other words the income should be 
divided so as to meet the necessary 
expenditures, allowing a definite 
amount for each. 
In this budget, 
allowance should be made for cloth* 
ing, food, shelter, medical attend­ 
ance, amusements, church, Charity 
and savings. If your earning capaci­ 
ty for the coming year is definitely 
known, that is iry o u are employed 
on a salary basis, the arrangement* 
of your budget will be comparative­ 
ly easy. If not definitely known, be 
sure tht your estimated expendi­ 
tures do not exceed a very conser­ 
vative estimate of your income. 
Begin each year by a cafefully 
prepared budget account in a book 
kept for tht purpose, month by 
month, for the coming year, credi­ 
ting each division of proposed ex­ 
penditures as above described, with 
the amount you propose to spend 
each month for that purpose. On the 
debit side of the column, enter day 
by day under its proper sub-division 
each item of expense. Balance each 
sub-division at the end of every 
month and see to it that you keep 
strictly within your budget. This 
will guarantee the greatest return 
for your labor because, after all, 
earning capacity is measured only by 
what our earnings buy. 
Another important means of sav­ 
ing is to have a bank account. Mon­ 
ey in the pocket works for HD o;^ 
but money in the bank not only 
works for its owner but for the 
public in general. Thqfl^too filling 
out checks makes the owner stop to 
think before he spends and this 
means thrift in most cases. It is 
much easier to spend when it can 
be taken from the pocket than 


when a check must be written. 
To pay bills promptly is another 
means of saving. When one asks

“Last week E. O. Edson, the As­ 
sistant State Poultry Club Agent, 
spent two days with the County 
Agent and visited a few of the 
schools where Boys’ and Girls’ clubs 
are organized. A lesson in poultry 
work was given to the school. This 
was not confined to just the Club 
Members but ail the students that 
were old enough to understand the 
work were invited. 
“Mr. Edson told 
us 
how 
to 
make the hens lay. He likened the 
hen to a factory and the f^ed she 
gets as the raw material. Certain 
leeds are required to make the yolk 
of the egg and other kinds of feed 
are required to maktj the whites. Ii 
we feed our flock enough of the 
fattening feed to make 150 yellows 
of an egg and they get enough ot 
th© other kind of feed to rnak^ only 
50 whites, then we get only 50 
eggs because the hen cannot lay 
half an egg. She cannot lay the 
yellow without the white. Corn is 
a fattening food and most of it is 
used in forming th^ yellow of the 
egg or for fattening if the hen 
does not get some meat scrap, milk, 
barn and shorts, or some of the oth­ 
er protein feeds 
for 
making 
the 
white of the egg. In the spring time 
hens fed only corn lay because they 
get plenty of green feed, bugs and 
worms to furnish the needed pro­ 
tein. 
“Hatch early so the baby chicks 
will not have all the life sucked out 
of them by lice, mites and chiggers. 
Thq early patched pullets are the 
ones that give the winter eggs. 
The County Agent reports that 
interest in the poultry business is 
growing in the county. 
Many Uses for Alfalfa. 
“A nearly perfect forage”—that 
is the height of praise heaped upon 
alfalfa by R. A. Oakley and H. L. 
Westover of the United States -De­ 
partment of Agriculture in a new 
farmers’ bulletin, Utilization of Al­ 
falfa, just issued. And when the 
good qualities of this crop are enum­ 
erated it is evident that some such 
description is warranted. As a hay it 
is unsuipassed for general feeding; 
as a pasture it has a high carrying 
capacity and produces large gains; 
as a soiling crop it is valuable with 
proper handling; it makes excellent 
silage; and when ground into meal 
it is a good and easily handled fqed. 
In addition to these good qualities 
it is of great value as a soil im­ 
prover. Attempts have been made to 
introduce it as a human food and 
as a medicine, but it can not com­ 
pete with other staples as a food 
and it has no special mqdicial prop­ 
erties. 
Although not detailed enough to 


make laborious reading, each sub­ 
ject from haymaking on through to 
alfalfa meal manufacture, and a 
consideration of fake and fad al­ 
falfa products, is treated so fully 
asv to give the reader a thorough 
understanding of the possibilities of 
this great crop. Those who are in­ 
clined to be too enthusiastic over 
certain uses will find reasons in the 
collected experience of many grow­ 
ers and feeders to modify theii 
views, for alfalfa js not a panacea 
for all the troubles of the farm and 
feed lot. Consideration is given to 
the needs of dairy cattle, beef cat­ 
tle, hogs, sheep horses and poultry, 
and to the crop in various forms, 
including hay, pasture, silage, straw 
soiling feed, tea and meal.

24.—Although the popular belief is 
that Oklahoma is having a mild 
winter, the state experienced dur­ 
ing January the coldest first month 
of the year sinc^ 1918, according 
to an announcement at tho United 
States weather ’bureau here today.
